COMMERCE, April 16—Nestled in a thicket severai y ards behind 
the new cemetery here is one of the oldest cemeteries west of th Mis­ 
sissippi River, according to a former Commerce resident. 
Joe Ellis, who now resides in Farmington, say s that the grave of 
Thomas W. Waters, a South Carolinian who established a trading post 
on the present site of Commerce in 1803, is in the old burial ground 
which has become known through the y ears as Cemetery Hill.

Mississippi County Farm News

Soil tests and 100 Bushel Corn 
Club enrollments prompted a short 
call by C. L. Ross of the Doane 
Agricultural Service. Three of the 
four farms which they supervise 
in this county and for which ap­ 
plications were made for 100 Bu­ 
shel 
Corn Club membership in 
1951 made the grade. Four of the 
five farms which they manage arc 
enrolled this year. 
Mr. Ross says that his organiza­ 
tion has encouraged the top dress­ 
ing of all small grain with nitro­ 
gen and they are finding that top 
dressings made in February are 
giving better results than those at 
later dates. He think s that this is 
particularly true w here the stands 
of small grain are not as good as 
desired. The earlier applications 
of nitrogen have a greater ten­ 
dency to cause the plants to stool 
thereby mak ing up to some extent, 
for deficiency in stand. Mr. Ross 
savs that his experience in S. E. 
Missouri does not justify m uch 
concern about trace minerals in 
soil and that the main thing is to 
see 
that 
shortages 
in 
nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash are supplied 
in commercial fertilizer.

3. Cat*le gained much faster on 
a wheut-lespedeza pasture 
than 
they did on a ladino-fescue com­ 
bination but the ladino-fescue pas­ 
ture had a much greater carrying 
capacity per acre. 
4. It required 10.7 bus. of corn 
per head to produce choice beef 
out of the cattle grazed on wheat- 
lespedeza pasture but it required 
25 >2 
bushels of corn 
to mak e 
choice grade beef out of the cattle 
that were wintered well but pas­ 
tured on alta fescue-ladino pas­ 
ture. And, 37 Vz bushels of c'>rn 
were required to produce choice 
beef for cattle w intered poorly and 
grazed on alta fescue-ladino pas­ 
ture. 


W. H. Roberts brought us a soil 
sample last week from land that 
had been in cotton continuously 
for the last 33 years. The test re ­ 
veals that it ctill has plenty of 
phosphate, 
potash, 
magnesium 
and lime but lik e m any soils in 
the county it is relatively deficient 
in nitrogen. It is to go to corn this 
year and we recommended the use 
of 150 lbs. of anhydrous ammonia 
per acre as being sufficient to pro­

The first Pony Express 
rider 
picked up a buckskin mail pouch 
and was ferried across the M is­ 
souri R iver at St. Joseph the a fte r­ 
noon of April 3, 1860, on the first 
lap of a 1 980-m ile trip across the 
continent. 
At 
the same time, a 
rider from Sa cra m ento 
started 
east. 
The Pony Express, destined for a 
short but colorful ca reer, had b e­ 
gun. Letters, 
telegrams, 
special 
editions of newspapers, and a m es­ 
sage 
telegraphed to St. 
Joseph 
from President Ja m e s Bucha na n to 
the governor of Ca lifornia w ere in 
that mail. 
At 
first horses 
were changed 
every 25 miles at 
w a y-sta tions a - 
long the route, but la ter changes 
were made every 10 miles. Riders 
had two minutes at each station 
to tra nsfer mail bags to a fresh 
pony and be on their way. Da ngers 
from Indians, robbers, and all the 
perils of the frontier W est tried 
the courage of the riders, but the 
mail went through, and men a v er­ 
aged about 75 miles a trip. “ B u f­ 
falo B ill” Cody was one of the most 
famous Pony Express riders. 
The firm of Russell, M a jors, and | 
Waddell started this mail service 
to a dvertise the pra ctica bility of a | 
central route across K a nsa s and { 
Nebraska, over the Rockies to Sa lt j 
La ke City and Sa cra m ento. T h ere 
the mail was put on a fast boa t for 
San 
Fra ncisco. W hen a nnounce­ 
ments of the proposed route a p­ 
peared in newspapers, people w ere 
skeptical of its success. The first 
Pon> Express westw a rd, however, 
took about ten days. Im porta nt of­ 
ficial news tra veled more quickly. 
The fastest trip was seven 
days 
and seventeen hours, when L in ­ 
coln’s inaugural address was c a r­ 
ried to the west coast. 
During its 18 months of op era ­ 
tion,

failed 
financially. 
Its 
expenses, 
which 
included upkeep of 80 riders, 420 
horses, and 190 rela y stations, are 
estimated at about $475,000.

2. However, the cattle fed to 
gain the 205 lbs. in the winter 
made more total gain by the sum­ 
mer's end than those receiving the 
light feed during the winter. 
3. Cat4le gained much faster on 
a w heat-lespedeza pasture than 
they did on a ladino-fescue com­ 
bination but the ladino-fescue pas­ 
ture had a much greater carrying 
capacity per acre. 
4. It required 10.7 bus. of corn 
per head to produce choice beef 
out of the cattle grazed on wheat- 
lespedeza pasture but it required 
25 >2 
bushels of corn to make 
choice grade beef out of the cattle 
that were wintered well but pas­ 
tured on alta fescue-ladino pas­ 
ture. And, 37 
bushels of cf»rn 
were required to produce choice 
beef for cattle wintered poorly and 
grazed on alta fescue-ladino pas­ 
ture.

The earlier applications 
of nitrogen have a greater ten­ 
dency to cause the plants to ‘•biol 
thereby making up to some extent, 
for deficiency in stand, Mr. Ross 
sn vs that his experience in S. E. 
Missouri does not justify .much 
concern about trace minerals in 
soil and that the main thing is to 
see that shortages in nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash are supplied 
in commercial lertiii'.cr.

The first Pony Express 
rider 
picked up a buckskin mail pouch 
and was ferried across the M is­ 
souri R iver at St. Joseph the after­ 
noon of A pril 3, 1860, on the first 
laj> of a 1980-mile trip across the 
continent. A t the same time, a 
rider from Sacramento 
started 
cast. 
The Pony Express, destined for a 
short but colorful career, had be­ 
gun. Letters, 
telegrams, 
special 
editions of newspapers, and a mes­ 
sage 
telegraphed to St. 
Joseph 
from President Jam es Buchanan to 
the governor of California were in 
that mail. 
At first horses were changed 
every 25 miles at way-stations n- 
long the route, but later changes 
were made every 10 miles. Riders 
had two minutes at each station 
to transfer mail bags to a fresh 
pony and be on their way. Dangers 
from Indians, robbers, and all the 
perils of the frontier West tried 
the courage of the riders, but the 
mail went through, and men aver­ 
aged about 75 miles a trip. “ B u f­ 
falo B ill” Cody was one of the most 
famous Pony Express riders. 
The firm of Russell, Majors, and 
W addell started this mail service 
to advertise the practicability of a 
central route across Kansas and 
Nebraska, over the Rockies to Salt 
Lake City and Sacramento.
